A REIGN OF TERROR- 


The Paris Reveiutien. 
Paris, March 19.—The Nationa) Guards 
bere placarded two proclamations. The first 
one says the French people waited calmly 
until an attempt was made to touch the life 
of the Republic. Thé army did not raise its 
hands against the arch of the hberties of the 

Republic. It is only the Government that 
can close its era of invasions and civil war. 
The people of Paris are convoked for com- 
munel elections. The tion is signed 
by the Central Committee of the National 
Guards, and dated at Hotel de Ville. 

Thesecond proelamation is as follows: 
**To the people of Pans: 

* “You bave trusted us with the defense of 
the rights of Paris. We report that we have 
driven out the government that betrayed us. 
Our miesion is fulfilled, and we now report to 
you. Preparefor communal elections. Give 


us @8 Our Oply recompense, the establishment 
a real republic.”’ 


The same signatures, thirty in number, are 
appended. 

The Official Journal contains the following 
proclamation from the committee, assuming 
the name of the Central Committee, and has 
been distributed throughout Paris: ‘‘Men of 
the barricades’ have taken possession of the 
ministry of justice, and assassinated Generals 
Clement Thomas and Lecompte. Who are 
members of the committee is unknown, as is 
algo wha@tbey deliver Paris from. The crimes 
committed by them remove all excuse for 
support by their followers. Let all who bave 
regard forthe honor and interest ot France 
separate from them. Rally around the Bepub- 
lic and the Assembly.’’

Hote! de Ville is surmounted bya red flag 
and barricaded, but circulation is unimpe. 
ced. Shots bave been beard, but no conflict 
is reported. Reepectable Parisians are 
stupified. 

Genera! Lecompte was abandouwed by his 
troops, and arrested on the hights of Mont- 
martre. General Thomas was arrested in 
plain civthes. The latter’s last word was 
‘“‘cowards.”’ He fell at the third diecharge. 

M. Thiers is firm, but full of grief. 

Gen. Vinoy’s indignation is boundless. 

On Saturday the gens d’arms fired upon the 
Natsorals. The latter returned the fire, and 
several gens d' arms were wourded. 

Gey Vinoy bas been mobbed. The mob 
is triumplant, and actually possess the 
city. Orly the wine shops are open. Drunk- 
enpers is rampant. Even the women are 
armed. 

Gen. Clanzy, upon bis arrival in Paris, was 
arreeted at the station by Montmatrists, and, 

it is said, will be shot to-day. Alli persons of 
promivence are flying from Paris. 

VERSAILLES, March 19.—The Official Jour- 
nal anyounee? that the whole Government, 
ail the authorities of Paris and 40,000 good 
troops under Gen. Vinoy are here.

Otherwise they will forfeit their positions.

It is thought that the revolutionary move- 
ment now in progress at Paris will extend to 
Marseilles and Lyons and even to Bordeaux, 
and the Thiers Government contemplates a 
removal.

BUTLER’S BILL. 

W asHINGTON, March 20.—Gen. Butier final- 
ly succeeded, through the «fforta of the rules 
inforee on Monday, in introducing in the 
House to-day, his bill for the suppression of 
the kuklux, but the Democrats were prompt 
to interpose an objection to its being prinied 
even, and it was laid aside with an order to be 
referred to the Judiciary Committee when ap- 
pointed.

If it ever had any 
chasce of passing it was efi-ctually destroyed 
by last Thursday’s debate. The Senate again 
discuseed all day without result, the reso'ution 
instructing the Judiciary Committee to re- 
port a bill for the suppression of lawlessness, 
while the House, for the third time, and by a 
vote’ of two to one, insisted on referring the 
whole subject to a joint committet, and 
agreed to a pro forma substitute of the 
Senate re sOlution naming 7 Senators and 14 
members to investigate the South and report 
next session.

THE TENNESSEE MEMBERS, 

The House Committee on Elections to day 
had under consideration the interesting ques- 
tion of which of the delegations from Ten- 
nessee is legaliy elected. It is alleged against 
them that.they were elected on a cay not 
tamed by the State law.

1 he Radicals ot France. 

The present Government of France, 
under the leadership of the venerable 
THIERS, seems to be concentrating all its 
efforts to suppress the disorders stirred up 
by the radical Republicans ot the Marat 
stripe. Headed by a number of fanatical 
theorists and Hotspurs, who would lke to 


see their own eXtuavagant ideas o! social- 
ism and communism-carried out, even if 
their country should be utterly ruined by 
them, the Red Republicans raised the ban- 
ner of insurrection against the Govern- 
ment and only a certain sum of money 
could induce them to surrender the arms 
intrusted to them for the defense of the 
country against its invaders. If Messrs. 
RocuErort, Hvueo and other violent 
spirits had not shown long ago how _little 
they cared for the real welfare of their 
country, this action on the part of their 
followers would have doneso. At atime 
when France is bleeding from a thou- 
sand wounds they attempt to en- 
force their special ideas at any 
cost, although the elections to the 
National Assembly at Bordeaux have 
demonstrated that they are in a hopeless 
mimority. They attempt to paralyze the 
action of the Provisional Government by 
creating a fire in its rear, and by adding 
the horrors of civil war to all those entailed 
by the fereign invasion. And theseare not 
the acts ofa mere mob. No. The people 
of Paris and the other towns where trou- 
bles have occurred have been purposely 
driven to them by the many little papers 
started. everywhere in France by the 
leaders of the radical party. 

The six papers which were suppressed 
in Paris were but a few of the most prom- 
inent, but there are many others which 
are preaching insurrection to the existing 
authorities every day. American readers 


have no idea of the violent character otf the 
articles that appear in these little incer- 
diary sheets, and would be filled with 


men whose acknowledged programme is 
opposition to every party and every gov- 
erpment in power, they are filled with 
the most venomous slanders and insinua- 
tions against every man Connected with the 
existing government. His whole family is 
dragged before the public, and charged 
with the most intamous crimes. The 
characters of his wife and daughter are 
assailed, and even the dead are bespat- 
tered with filth, The contents of these 
little sheets are greedily devoured by the 
excitable and ignorant people of the lower 
classes of Paris, and induce them to com- 
mit all sorts of excesses. These violent 
effusions had become so bbnoxious that 
even some of the most radical organs ob- 
jected to them. For instance, FELIx 
Pyat’s paper, Le Vengeur, contained an 
article on the family ot JuLE3 Favre, 
which cast so many vile slanders upon a 
family which justly enjoys the respect ot 
every body that knows it that even RocHE- 
FORT’s journal, Le Mot d’Ordre, was in- 
duced to cOndemn this unjustifiable at- 
tack in the most forcible language. Both 
the papers named are among the papers 
recently suppressed by order of General 
Vrnoy. 

The character of their adherents is suf- 
ficiently laid bare by the terms that 
induced them to give” up the cannon 
which they had meant to use against 
their own countrymen at a 
time when their distracted country 
was most in need of rest. Was it because 
the maintenance of a republican form of 
government was guaranteed to these 
gamins de Paris? Oh no, they oppose a 
republican form of government just as 
much as a monarchy. They surrendered 
their arms because the government agreed 
to pay them daily thirty souseach. This 
was enough to satisty their indignant spir- 
its, and so the poor inhabitants of the 
rural districts, who have suffered so much

by the rayages of war, must, besides the 
losses and hardships which they have to 
bear on their own account, still feed and 
pay a lazy Paris mob.

They have been compelled to 
rely on English and American correspond~ 
ents, and it has actually occurred that 
European war news was telegraphed 
back trom New York to German papers. 
In spite of many efforts of the German 
papers, they have almost all been compelled 
to abandon the plan of having separate cor- 
reanondenta at the seat at wer, omd to 
draw their intormation from the London 
Times and Daily News. 

And this is not because. the papers of 
Germany refused to go to the same expense 
as English and American journals. Some 
of them, impressed with the importance 
of giving all possible intormation in regard 
to war matters to their readers as soon as 
the English papers, inasmuch as their pub- 
lic took such an intense interest in the 
war, mMstructed their correspondents not 
ta spare any expense and to telegraph all 
the news atlength. But the instructions 
given by the Prussian authorities to tele- 
gfaph operators, who are all goyernment 
employes in Germany, were of such a 
character as to render the transmussion ot 
news to German papers almost an impos- 
sibility, while,at the same time,English 
and American correspondents were per 
mitted to send dispatches many columns 
in length. The Berlin Kreuz Zeitung and 
the Nord Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, 
both belonging to the government party, 
had to take the news of the surrender ot 
Paris from English papers, as their corre- 
spondents could not get German telegraph 
operators to accept their dispatches, when 
English corgespondents, that came right 
after them, could send their telegrams 
without difficulty. .The correspondent of 
the Neue Freie Presse had received in-— 
structions to spare no expense, and had 
arrived at the telegraph station at Ver- 
sailles at the same ti i 
representatives of 
Times and Daily News, 
the news of the long conference of Favre 
with Bismarck. WrHfile the operators ac- 
cepted the dispatches of the Englishmen 
at once, the German correspondent was 
politely intormed that his dispatch could 

transmitted only when counter- 
signed by Count Bismarcse. He said that 
it would be impossible to obtain that be- 
fore bis dispatch would become worthlesa, 
but the operators only shrugged their 
shoulders. He hastened to Bismarcr’s 
secretary, who instructed him to write a 
letter to the Chancellor, inclosing his 
dispatch. When the correspondent 
expostulated at the slowness of such a 
course, the secretary told him that was the 
oply course left to him, and he would have 
to repeat the same maneuver with every 
dispatch. In his despair, the poor Bohemian 
did as he was directed, but never received 
ab answer to his letter. 

Thus it seems 
Prussian Chancellor tries to gain 
the friendship of the foreign press, 
he treats the papers of his own country 
with utter incivility and meanness. He 
cares not what his subjects think of him 
so outsiders deem him liberal.

but too common cases, where a person, 
after teeble but ineffectual] efforts, has fallen 
again and again, and now struggles no 
longer, but allows himself to drift help- 
lessly down the stream of ruin. He has 
ceased to be master of himself, and has 
become perfectly reckltss, and, in a word, 
is no longer a free agent. In fact, hundreds 
of people confined in lunatic asylums are 
much better able to take eare of them- 
selves and would be tar less injurious to 
society if set at liverty than a confirmed 
drunkard. Is the case hope- 
less? In mans instances we think 
not; but evcn in the most desperate ones 
we are bound, if we cannot cure, at least to 
arrest the evil influcauce. Shoyjd not con- 
firmed drunkards be regarded as fit sub- 


jécts for legal interference, and upon proof 
_ot habitual drunkenness should they not 


be committed to an inebriate asylum under 
the control of the State, and kept there 
until a cure shall be effected; and if cure 
sha)] prove impossible, should he not be 
detained as one not capable of being in- 
trusted with liberty? 

In this way many noble vatures might 
be rescued and restored to usetulness, 
whilst persons totally brutalized would at 
least be kept from inflicting further inju- 
ries on themselves or others,

| CRUELTY ON THE SEA. 


The Tale Told by the Man Who is to 
be Hanged tor Firing the 
Robert Edwards. 


“LEAPING OVERBOARD.” 


{From the New York 8uaj 

According to his own account, Perdue was 
an experienced eeaman (a ship’s carpenter) 
when he shipped on the Robert Edwards, at 
Bedford harbor, on the 8th or 10th of May. 
He had made several voyages in London ves- 
sels, and had visited nearly every part of the 
world. He had never been able to save any 
money, however, and thought that a four- 
years’ voyage in a whaler, where ne would 
find no temptation to spend his wages, would 
enable bim t® accumulate sufficient capital to 
start in busimess for himself on his returo. 
Nearly all the other men were green hands, 
excepting young Duncan, the Brooklyn min- 
ister’s son, who had been during two years 
-previous on she school-ship Mercury. 

When a coupie of months out the men be- 
came dissatisfied because only one whale had 
been caught, ‘bat beyond a little growling on 
this account, Perdue affirms no reason 
existed for the charge of mutiny.” This whale 
was captured by the boat to which Perdue 
was attached, and which was com by 
the third mate, a negro, named Freeman, who, 
to use Perdue’s exgression, “was the only 
white man among the officers.”’ 

PERDUE'’S ACOOUNT. 

Perdue says that he was abed at the time 
the fre broke ont on the Robert Edwards, 
and knows nothing whatever of its origin, 
except what may be contained in the follow- 
ing circumstances: The forward hold, he 
says, was used as & storehouse for ro and 

odds and ends, and, Ceptrary to all rules which 
| govern ships, greev hands made a practice 
of going down there with lighted pipes and 
naked lights whenever they ‘elt so disposed. 
He says that he can prove that Solomon Case, 
a Sandwich Islander, was pega « there:

All theese men are now within reach aud will 
leatify, if permitted, to these facts.

Perdue accuses the officers of the ship o! 

On the 
night the fire broke out the first mate ap- 
prosched him (Perdue) and said, ‘You ——

plied, ‘No, gir: I did not... The mate then 
wenl away, aod the captain comiag up repeat- 
ed the charge. Perdue gave the sameans wer: 
The captain then left, but returned presently 
with the mate to where Perdue was working 
atthe pumps. ‘The captain caught him by 
the — with one band and the mate scized 
hw hair, 

“You G—d d—d Five Points — ——,” 
said the captain, ‘do you déry that you fired 
my ship? I knew you were a rom 
the first moment you shipped.”’ 

Pervue answered, “lt you will not believe 
the trutb, I have nothing left to sav but that I 
uldeverything you accuse me ot.’’ The cap— 
tain then struck him twice with a revolver on 
the forehead and on the left side of the nose, 
with such force as to Knock bis head out of their 
gr%p ard tear hairs from bis beard and scalp 
utthe came time. The mate then stood over 
Perdue, Allen and Svensen, who were work- 
ing the starboard pumps ‘together, and lashed 
then with a three-inch rope until Svenosen 
eulé: 

“My God! Iean stand this no longer, and

When they tuok to the boats at last, and 
weie picked up by the brag Mary Rice, the 
accused men were compelled to lie on the 
open deck, the sea waushiag ber from stem to 
s ern all the time; aud during her voyage to 
Kio Jauiero, sixty days, they had nothing to 
cat or drink but two hard tack and a pint of 
water per day. The Mary Rice was a small 
versel, aud was heavily laden with flour. They 
were in dowble irons, 

In Rio, the Vice Consu'!, Cardoze; would 
pot listen to their story, and they were flang 
into jail. The voyage home on the South 
America was as bad. Still 

IN DOUBLE IRONS, HALF STARVED, 


aud without clothing, they were all badly 
frozen, and two of them were as near dead as 
men could de. 

One day they stood on the boiler two hours 
in their bare feet to endeavor to geta litue 
warmth inte their bodiee, and a lady passen- 
rer seeing them for the first tume exclaimed, 
‘If I had known that these poor men Id no 
shoes, | would have got them some myjself.”’ 
ihey bad nothing to protect their bodies but 
the thin clothes they bad on when the Robert 
Edwards caught fire, aud these the y had worn 
for nearly tive montbs. hey were allowed to 
go no furtLer forward than the forecastle, and 
vO further aft than the paddle boxes, and at 
night they were told that if they muved they 
would be chained down to the lee scuppers, 
‘hey arrived here in the afternoon, and 
were immediately taken before Commissioner 
Shielas, who asked them whether they had 
anything to say in theirown behalf. Perdue 
was about to speak, when Mr. Field, or his 
coursel, stopped him. Next day they waived 
an examination. They were sent to Ludlow 
street jail, where Mr. Tracy, the warden, 
furnisbed them with sboer. 

DUNCAN TURNED INFORMER, 

os We afterward admitted, at the instance of 
Mr. Russell, bis counsel, and Perdue’s also. 
‘that gentleman said to Duncan: “No matter 
what beeomes of the otbers, I'll get you off 
aujybow.”’ Perdue paid Russell $500 before 
he would touch the case; Allen and Meriden 
pleaded guilty, because, as they told Perdue, 
‘the officers were bound to bave them found 
guilty anybow.’’ They got ten years each. 


His counsel veglected to bring dis witnesses 
tugether although they would not have rejused” 
to come, and Perdue’s friends would have paid 
their ¢xpevses. Hiis story would not 
be listened to, and now he is to _ be 
banged on the 10:h of next month. The 
Court bas refused to grant bim a new trial, 
and bis only hope lies in a pardon from the 
President. 

Such is the substance of Perdue’s story. 
He tells it in a straightforward manaer, with 
many more details of sickening cruelty prac- 
ticed on the helplees sailors by the officers 
of the Robert Edwards, which are not includ- 
ed in bis narrative, because they do not bear 
directly upon the firingof the ship. Perdue 
clatws that he harbored no malice against his 
tormenters for what they did to him. and de- 
nies that any mutiny existed. He seems to 
be under the impression that his hfe will be 
eparcd.

_ As 20on as bis Majesty is dressed he goes 
into his ‘‘working-room,”’ where his dis- 
patches, letters and telegrams are all put 
together on his table with his neakfast. Pris 
repast is truly moderate, He some coftce, 
aud now and then some tea, a biscuit and a 
eoit-boiled egg. But, if he hasa moderate 
amout Of breakfast, he hag a most immod- 
erate amount of letters. Family letters, dis- 
patches, petitions—be reads them all, whai- 
ever they may be, and makes notes on the 
margins as he reads which may be understood 
by the officials to whom the papers have to be 
passed on. He sorts these letters in a moet 
methodical fashion, laying each species out 
like a fan, or in a little beap on either sidg of 
bim—for he always keeps an open space io the 
middle in front of himself. In the dark win- 
ter mornings this business is transacted b 
the light of a lite green-sbaded lamp, whic 
is placed, with the letters, on his table. 

Ail tbe communications and petitsans about 
books, art and music he puts into the hands 
of his Cabinet secretary—tbe Hotrath Borch 
—who appears about this period to feceive his 
Majesty's commands. he petitions, which 
are very numerous indeed, are seldom decided 
upon at once by the Emperor; but if be knows 
persopally that the petitioner deserves to be 
listened to, be will grant the request on the 
spot. Ataine o'clock that extremely useful

WING ADJUTANT 
for the day, comes to report bimeelf. The 
whole service about the Emperor's person is 
confided inturn to four of these officers, who 
each acts as ‘‘Lord High Everythiog”’ the day 
heis onduty. They are the only persons who 
may euter tse Emperor's working 100m ua- 
summoued. They convey his orders to the 
various,commanders; they avunounce all visi- 
tors and show them out. again; they inform 
his Majesty what persons desire audiences and 
hear when be will receive them. When the 
Emperor drives out in person the wing adjutant 
of the day sits on his left hand. When this 
officer makes his repert in the morning, he 
informe bis majesty of any occurrences during 
the night. He always appears with his hel- 
met in his band in the stiffest state of military 
decorum. He then retires to the ante room, 
where he has to be on band all day, unless 
the Ewperor dismisses him, ese officers 
bave each to enterin a journal the business of 
the day, the Emperor's ordeis and ‘all, how 
and about’ everything that comes under 
their notice. They have a troop of the ‘‘Lieb 
Gendarmerie” at their disposal, to take mes- 
sages, &c. 
THE EMPEROR'S WORK. 

When the adjutant has made his report and 
gone the Emperor goes on witb his letter 
business; he also reads a report of the news- 
peper, eent in by the literary bureau of the 

tate Ministers. This report gives all the 
most interesting news of the day and alsoan 
account of the opinions of the press.in every 
country. When he has come tothe end of 
this (he must read’ some most uncomplimen- 
tary, opinions about himself at times) a great 
official appears, who has the uninviting 
title of 

COURT MARSHAL. 

He receives the Emperor’s more domestic 
orders, a3 it were. The arrangements of the 
day are confided to bim, the family appoiat-* 
ments and the provision for the princely 
guests.

COUNCIL OF WAR. 
The grand military council] takes place usu- 
ally stten o’cloc tffe morniog; but on 
special occasions it has been held at eight or 
nire,and sométimes in the evenmg. The 
chief of the Crown Prince's stafl, General Von 
Biumenthal, is at times present at it. The 
members are General Von Moltke, Generai 
Von Ireskow (when at hand), General Von 
Boyew, the Adjutant General, and the Quar- 
terwaster General, Von Podbieiski. Some- 
times Bismarck also appears at this council, 
whichis the most important official event of 
the day. 
OTHER COUNCILS 
follow—the Emperor attends to one after the 
other. They are only interrupted by royal 
visits, the reports of certain officers, or the 
feception of some deputation. Sometimes 
troupe are being marched off to outposte or 
to other duty, and the Emperor goes to the 
window or @ut to see them pass, standing— 
bail, rain or san-hine—outside and pever mov-, 
ing till he bas seen the last of them. When 
tuese labors have gone on till between eleven, 
and twelve the Emperor eats a piece of cake 
by way of refreshment, between one council 
snd another, and then goes to work again. 
After two or three hours be gets to the end 
of his councils and so ends his morning work. 
THE EMPERKOR’S AFTERNOON, 
His Majeaty usually drives out in the after- 
noon. e goes sometimes to visit the ambu- 
lances and speak some encouraging words to 
bis sick and wounded soldiezs. Other times 
be visite the works of bis army or some ob 
ject of iuterest in the pe*hborhood. This 
regime, of course, only refers to the qnieter 
days at Versailles, &c., for on the days of 
battlotbe King was always at his post, en- 
couraging the soldiers with his presence and 
communicating a thrill of loyalty to a thon- 
sand yoices by one glance of his eye.

What His Venerable Father Thinks 
of His Defection from the 
Methodist Church, 


HIS EARLY TRAINING. 


As the late defection of the Rev. R.A Holland 
from the Methodist,and his consequent ugion 
with the Epitcope! Church. of Baltimore, has 
furpisbed tbe theme for mach newspaper gos- 
tip, both religious and secular, throughout the 
country,it is not improbabie that the public 
would like to know what his venerable father, 
Dr. R. C. Holland, of this city, toinks of the 
matter. 80 a reporter of the COURIER-JoURNAL 
ye-terday calkd upon this geatieman, and from 
bim learned the followieag facts connected with 
the history of bis distinguished son: 

ROBERT AFTON HOLLAND 

was born in Nasbville, Tennessee, July 1, 1344, 
and ts consequently iu his twenty-seventh year. 
He is the eldest of three brothers, the youngest 
of whom is Dr. James W. Holland, of this city. 
Their mother was Mise Tugmer, of Lexington, in 
this State, a piece of Judge Turner, and a cousin 
of Osear Turner, E:q., distinguished im the polit- 
cal enpals of Kentucky. Shortly before her 
di ath, Dr. Holland moved to Loutsville, Robert 
belng then Ove years of age, and engaged in the 
practice of his profession.

He graduated with the Srst honors in a class of 
358, at Philade/phia, in bis Dineteenth year, and, 
what is most remarkable, received the professor- 
sbip of Medical Chemistry and Toxicology in the 
Louls Ville University in one year after gradua- 
ting.

LEE AFTER GETTYSBURG. 


‘*A Scene that a Historical Painter 
Might Well Immortalize.’’ 
(Gen. J. D. Imboden in the Galaxy.] 

When night closed upon the grand scene, 
our army wasrepulsed. Silence and gloom 
ne pee ourcamp;s. We knew that the day 

ad gone against us, but the extent of the 
disaster was Dot known except in bigh quar- 
ters. The carpage of the day was reported to 
have been frightial, but our army was no; in 
retreat, and we all surmised that with to- 
morrow’s dawn would come a reoewal of the 
struggle; aud we knew that if such was the 
case those who had not been in ihe fight 
would have their full share in the honors and 
the dangers of the next day. All felt and 
appreciated the momeptous consequences of 
fiual defeat or victory on that great field. 
These consideratious made that, to us, one of 
those solemn and awlul nights that every one 
who fought tbrough our long war sometimes 
experietced before a great battle. 

ew camp-fires enlivened the scene. [twas 

& warm summer's night, and the weary sol- 
diers were iyiog in groups on the luxuriant 
grass of the meadows we occupied, discussing 
the events of the day, or waiching that their 
horses did not straggie off in browsing around. 
orseman approached and 
delivered a me e from Genera! Lee, that he 
wished to see me immediately. I mounted at 
opce, and, accompanied by Lieutenant 
McPhail, of my staff, and guided by 
the courier, rode about two miles toward 
Gettysburg, where balf a dozen emall teots 
on ‘he roacside were pointed out as General , 
Lee’s headquarters for the night. He wa; not~ 
tiere, tut I was informed that [ would 
find him with General A. P. Hill, half a mile 
further on. Oo reaching the place indicated, 
a flickering, eolitary candle, visible through 
the open front of acommon tent, showed 
where Generals Lee and Hill were seated on 
camp stools, with @ county map spread upow 
their knees, ‘and engaged in a low aad earnest 
conversation. They ceased speakiog as I ap- 

ne and, after the ordinary salutatious, 

veneral Lee directed me (6 go to his head- 
quarters and wait for him. He did dot return 
until about 1 o’clock, when he came ridin 
alone at a slow — and evidently wrappe 
in profound thought. 

here was not even a sentinel on duty, and 

no one of hia statfwas about. The moon was 
bigh in the heavens, shedding a fluod of soft 
silvery light, almost as bright as day, upon 
the sceve. ‘When be approached aud saw us, 
he spoke, reined up his beree and essayed to 
dismount. The effort tw do so displayed so 
mucb physical exhaustion that I stepped for- 
waid to assist him, but before I reached him 
he bad alighted, He threw bis arm across his 
saddle to rest bimself, and, fixing his eyes 
upon the ground, leaned in ‘silence upon his 
equally w horse, the two forming a-strik- 
itg group, as wotioniess as a statue. The 
moon shone full upon hia massive featur 
and revealed an expre:sion of sadaess I h 
never seen upon that fine eountenance before, 
in avy of the vicissitudes of the war through 
which he { waited for him to 
speak until thesilence became painful and em- 
barrassing, wheo, to break itand change the 
current of his thoughts, I remarked in a sym- 
pathetic tone,and in allusion to bis great 
fatigue: 

‘General, this has been a bard day on you.”’ 

This attracted bis attention. He leokedup 
apd replied mourafully: 

‘Yes, it has been a sad, ead day to us,”’ and 
immediately relapsed into his tho ughtful 
mood and attitude. Being unwilling agalo 
to intrude upon his reflections, I said no 
more. Aftera muiocute or two he suddealy 
straigbtened up to bis full height, and, tura- 
ing to me with more animation, energy, and 
excitement of manner than ] had ever seen in 
him before, Le addressed me ina yoice tremu- 
lous with emotion, and said: 

‘General, IL veversaw troops behave mere 
megcificently than Pickett’s Divigion of Vir- 
ginians did to-day in their grand charge upon 
the enemy. Andif they had been supported, 
as they were to have been—bat, fur some 
reason not yet fully explamed to me, they 
were pot—we would have held the position 
they so gloriously won at such a fearful loss 
of boble lives, and the day would have been 
ours.”
